Fight to Escape. 


Meantime the Russian 
armies are 
fighting their way backward toward 
Russia proper, inflicting blows on the 
invaders whenever possible and try- 
lag to fend them off the railways run- 
ning north and south in order that the 
German nippers may not meet and in 
the closing brine disaster to Russian 
arcs. The position of the army of 
Grand Duke Nicholas now is a matter 
of solicitude, as 
the 
occupation of 


Warsaw is believed to be prelude to 
greater purpose, that of enveloping 
(ho retreating forces. 
The Patrograd 


reports show the Grand Duke has re- 
tired to the right bank of the Vistula, 
both at Warsaw 
and 
Ivangorod, de- 
stroying the bridges at both points 
and contesting the German 
advance 
across the river. 


Russian Outlook Serious. 


Back of the retiring Russians is the 


vast morass of central Poland, with 
few railroads 
and 
primitive roads 


making virtually impossible a'quick 
movement of guns and supplies, while 
hank of Warsaw 
the 
only 
fortress 


available as a rallying point for the 
HiiKsinns is Brest-Litovsk.

A German Prince. 


The fall of Ivangorod proper fore- 
casts the Russian retirement from the 
WPS! of the city, is officially reported 
today in bulletins both from Berlin 
and Vienna.

Berlin reports a council to be held 


on Sunday which will

proclamation declaring Poland to be a 
semi-autonomous 
state

rule. 
This conforms with recent decision 
ot a Polish congress which proposed 
joint Polish 
and 
Austro-Hungarian 


rule wit.h a separate Polish army and 
The fullest Polish autonomy consistent 
with the strategic interests of Austro- 
Hungary. 


The German offer of autonomy Is re- 
garded as a bid for the support of the 
population of Poland 
as 
against a 


similar declaration of Emperor Nicho- 
las promising eventual Polish autono- 
my under Russian suzeranity. 
The 
outcome of these events in Warsaw 
probably will determine the political 
status of Poland during the war. 


Is Speculation. 
What the Germans will do next in 


a military way

complete their enveloping movement- 
is matier of much speculuation.

"For myself, I intend to introduce 
mto the opening of the nsxt congress, 
a tariff bill protective In its nature, 
containing a horizontal reduction of 
fifteen to twenty per cent on many of 
the duties contained in the

bill, but reinforcing some of.the chem- 
ical schedules to the extent that may 
be necessary to secure these industries 
in our country. 
- "This bill will protect us from the 
collapse which will occur on the close 
of the'war in Europe and will furnish 
us money to prepare for the national 
defense, should any nation of Buruope 
in arms desire to invade or assault 
uus."

To Have Other Sample Lights In- 


stalled—Expect Paving Report 


at Meeting This Afternoon. 
Since the installation of the sample 
light at the corner of Main and Mil- 
waukee street, members of the c*tv 
commission have taken up the matter 
of 
the proposed ornamental "white 
way" for ..the ..business, .district" in 
earnest. .This lighr-witb its neat post 
and powerful lamp meets with the ap- 
proval of the city officials and all ex- 
pressed that it. would cover all the de- 
mands. The city commission realij.es 
that the first step in securing the new 
lighting system will be the removal of 
the telephone 
and power poles and 
the amended ordinance is likely to 
come up at the meeting to be held 
this afternoon for a final reading and 
vote. 
. If all the poles are removed, It will 
mean that the Traction company must 
have some'form of a pole from which 
to string 
the sustaining wires for 
their cables and this 
is a problem 
which the city men are giving con- 
sideration. 
One other sample light 
that has the lamp on a bracket, with 
a pole extended for street car wires, 
has been ordered and will be erected 
within the near future. If this method 
Is not taken to care for the traction 
wires, separate poles will be neces-

Now a small hook 
baited with (you would never guess 
it), a small brass or pearl bead, is let 
down and if all goes right the ciscos 
are hauled out as fast as the lines can 
be handled.

These 
larvae live at the bottom for several 
years until they are ready to trans-

BOOST TWINE PRICE 


FROM PRISON PLANT 


State Binder Product Must Be Raised 


In Cost to Consumer to Make 


Plant Pay. 


Madison, Aug. 6.—"If the taxpayers 
of the state want the binder 
twine 
plant to be self-supporting then the re- 
cent raise ot one cent a pound is justi- 
fied; if, however, they want to assume 
the burden of the entire support of the 
plant, then we can give the 
twine 
away." This is the jist of an inter- 
view yesterday with W. N. Fitzgerald, 
who has charge of the business end o£ 
the twine plant at Waupun prison, and 
Warden Henry Towns. 
Their atten- 
tion had been called to an article in a 
progressive organ which made it ap- 
pear that this raise in the 
price of 
twmo was made to help the 
twine 
trust. 
"We have been selling twine 


for less than it cost to produce It," 
said Mr. Fitzgerald. "If we had kept 
on the revolving 
fund 
of 
$400,000 
would soon have been used up and 
the legislature would have to appropri- 
ate more money. As it is the state of 
Michigan gets one cent a pound more 
than we are charging. 
The article 
says that the twine trust, so-called, is 
now charging a cent more and asserts 
that the 'trust knew about our raise in 
prices 
This is-all rot. The reason the 
other fellows are charging more is be- 
cause freight rates from Yucatan have 
been raised from 15 cents to $1 00" 
Tbe article also made numerous sar- 
castic references to the 'business man- 
agement' of the plant. It was plainly 
an effort, to discredit the present ad- 
ministration and yet the facts in the 
case were not even correctly stated 
It did not show, for instance,' that the 
cash receipts at the plant for this July 
were $60,000 greater than a year ago.

VENICE BECOMES CITY 


,OF DARKNESS AND DON3 


SOMB'RE WAR APPEARANCE. 


[SPECIAL TO IHI OAZETIE] 


Rome, Aug. 6.—While life In the 


other great cities 'of 
Italy goes on 


much as usual during the war, with- 
out the usaal summer air of festivity 
perhaps, and with a graver expres- 
sion on the faces of the inhabitants, 
Venice, the Queen of tbe Adriatic, is 
transformed and the life of her peo- 
ple is entirely changed. The elegant 
bathers at the Lido are no more; the 
gondoliers wait sadly for passengers 
that do not come; 
the. chatter and 
laughter of the gay luxurious cosmo- 
politan crowd at the Cafe Florian in 
the Piazza San Narco on the lovely 
summer evenings is1 no longer heard, 
for 
Venice, except when the moon 
shines, is plunged into darkness and 
at night lights 
of any kind in the 
houses or on the water are strictly 
forbidden. 


Venice is determined that nothing 
shall be wanting 
on 
her 
part 
to 
frustrate the- attacks 
of the enemy 
and to protect 
her treasures from 
bomb and fire. Black 
curtains 
are 


hung over, the doors of shops; dark 
paper dims the light of the lamps, and 
the larger glass windows are painted 
black or blue so that they shall not 
reflect even the moonlight. Many of 
the treasures of Art from the famous 
Picture Gallery, „ the 
Ducal Palace, 
the Civic Museum and some of the 
churches have been removed; while 
those that remain, have been protect- 
ed by metallic 
shields and cupolas. 
The Ducal Palace is boarded up 
between its beautiful columns, while 
the marble corners are 
encased In. 
brick; the Scala dei Glgantl, with its 
great statues of Mars and Neptune 
by Sansovino is covered with sacks

NAMED BY ASSEMBLY 


AS AUGUST THE 19 


Assembly Favors D»IIy Session and 


Final Consideration of Bills on 


the 12th.—Assembly 


Affairs.

Madison, Wis., Aug. 6.—Following 
the adoption of the Carl Hanson reso- 
lution for daily sessions of the legisla- 
ture, the assembly last night went on 
record In favor of the final adjourn- 
ment of the legislature on August 19. 
Actual consideration of bills will be 
completed on August 12. Two years 
ago the actual consideration of bills 
came on July 29 and the final adjourn- 
ment ion August 9. 


After four hours of hearings on the 
subject the assembly yesterday by a 
vote of 32 to 44 concurred in tbe Rich- 
ards bill giving the railroad commis- 
sion power to apportion a part of the 
cost of rebuilding side tracks to pri- 
vate industries, which have become 
useless through track depression upon 
the cities. While this bill is enacted 
to aid over fifty industries in Milwau- 
kee that have been hit by tbe track 
depression orders, it has general ap- 
plication to all cities and towns in tbe 
state. 


Argument Advanced. 
At the hearing the principal argu- 
ment against the bill was made by 
City Attorney Daniel Hoan of Milwau- 
kee, who said that if the city helped 
to build these private tracks it ought 
to be given a part deed to the prop- 
erty. Arguments in favor of the meas- 
ure were made by Henry Killilea, rep- 
resenting the Milwaukee road, and by 
Louis G. Bohmrick, representing the 
shippers. 
Speaker Whittet said that the bill 
set a bad precedent and that it would 
ultimately affect every city and vil- 
lage in the state. The measure was 
favored by Assemblyman Carl Han- 
sen, 
Budlong and Cretney.

The finance committee reported tbe 
budget bill for the dairy and food de- 
partment going to the governor's re- 
commendation of a cut of }37,000 one 
better. The amendment provided for 
an additional cut of $1,000, it being 
practically the understanding that the 
vacations in the department will be 
reduced from one month to two weeks. 
On Monday this department asked for 
an appropriation of $72,000. On Tues- 
day this appropriation was granted 
after an ^amendment to cut the appro- 
priation was defeated. Then Dairy and 
Pood Commissioner Welgle sent a let- 
ter to the legislature saying that ow- 
ing to the increased efficiency ofv the 
department the reduction in the an- 
propriation should be made and the 
finance committee then reduced it an- 
other $1,000.

It tuied to be thought that granite 


•was the oldest of ell rocks and that it 
formed tte globe's tost crwrt Now, 
however, geologists beUave that gran- 
ite may be of any age or epoch. Tfi* 
granites .fonnd In Germany and the 
Vosges mountains of Prance date from 
one period of the world's history, those 
found In the British Isles from an en- 
tirely different period and thos» fonnd 
In the United States from still other 
periods. Enormous pressure, combin- 
ed with heat and water, must have 
been necessary to produce granite 
Some scientists declare that the gran- 
ites la the highlands of Scotland must 
have been formed when 60,000 feet of 
oVerlying rocks were piled above them 
and that those of Cornwall required 
40,000 feet of rock pressure. In other

Berlin, Aug. 6.'— Along with the 
movement to purify the German lan- 
guage of foreign words comes anoth- 
er designed to banish the Latin script 
from the country. 
An advocate of 
this writes: 


"One 
of the resources of our ene- 
mies is the English language, through 
which a great part of the world, includ- 
ing North America, 
is 
dominated. 
Along with Britain's language, there 
goes English characteristics and Eng- 
Jish ways of thinking. 
Hence the 
world willingly gives credence through 
the English language-filter. The Ger- 
man truth cannot, go through the Eng- 
lish language-filter. Hence we should 
no longer use the English script In 
Germany. Whoever uses the Latin 
script of our schools uses in reality 
English script. This script has also 
invaded France under the name of 
'ecriture anglaise.' Since we are so 
enthusiastic about foreign things, we 
have taken the English script as our 
own,'with a respectful obeisance, and 
are on the best roafl to deny utterly 
the script of a Goethe, a Kocrner, a 
Jahn and other real Germans."

In his grading circular, State Dairy 


Commissioner Hine of Kansas offers 
suggestions as to how flr»t grade 
cream can be produced. The princi- 
pal thought i* that of olwtnlinesi to 
erery detail, and the following are the 
principal rules: 


Remove all milk from the barn Im- 


mediately after milking and separate 
at once.

8«t the separator screw so that the 


cream will teat about thirty-five per 
cent butterfat 


Wash, scald and air the separator 


and all other milk utensils 'Immediate- 
ly after using.

Cool the cream Immediately after 


separating it. Never mix warm cream 
with cold creai,. 


Keep the milk and cream cool. Thii 


la best done by" placing the aans COUP 
talning It In a tank of flowing water. 


Stir all cream at least twice a day. 
Do cot allow the cream to freeze. 
Keep the receptacles containing 


milk and cream covered with a wet 
blanket while delivering these prod- 
ucts during warm weather. 


He suggests also that every patron 


ascertain from the cream buyer the 
grade of the cream delivered, so that 
the patron wfll labor under no mis- 
apprehension and may ba able to ex- 
ercise such precaution a* may be nec- 
essary to Improve the grade. 


He says: "Bo not blame the buys* 


If your cream does not grade first. 
Find out and remedy the eriL Every- 
one can produce first grade cream."
